Will M. Frazee. is fully 
covered with insurance. 
The three

against fire and the loss, while quite 
heavy, will not amount to the large 
-nm first stated.

especially so as it had to do with the

blow by Judge Blair in the 
circuit 


court today when he sustained a de­ 


m urrer in each. 
Much interest is attached to the 
case of Alvan Moor, former county 
treasurer, against the city of Ru-k- 
ville for $450. 
Mr. Moor demanded 
th at much salary from the city in re­ 
turn for the collection of 
the city 
taxes while he acted in the capacity 
o f county treasurer. 
It will lie re­ 
called that he put in hi- claim to the bad a 
city council for the salary which had Rush e 
always been 
allotted the 
county 
treasurer lur hi- work, and the coun­ 
cil refu>ed to pay the sum. alleging 
that it w as a 
part of 
the county 
treasurer’s duty. 
After the city coir.oil steadfastly 
refused to allow the claim, the fo r­ 
mer county council brought suit on 
December 22, 1911. 
In the February 
term of court the city filed a motion 
to strike out part- of the complaint. 
and the court sustained the motion. 
A demurrer was filed by the city la-t 
term of court and today it was sus­ 
tained by Judge Blair, with 
excep­ 
tion- to the plaintiff. 
Tiii- practically cud- the case in 
this court. 
Judge Blair’s contention 
in sustaining the demurrer was that 
the complaint wa* not sufficient, aud 
further that there was no statute at 
the time Alvan Moor 
collected the 
citv t a \e-. as comity treasurer, to 
provide for special payment tor the 
work, although there had l>een such a 
statute before and a lte r the time Mr. 
Mo<*r acted in th at capacity for the 


city. 
W a t s o n . Tits worth & Green repre­ 
sented Mr. Moor and the city a tto r­ 
ney Howard 
Barrett, 
represented 
the city. 
Attorneys for the former 
treasurer hinted that the case might 
be appealed to a higher court. 
It is 
said that the field examiners under 
the State Board of 
Accounts held 
that Mr. Moor was entitled to the 
claim from the city. 
Judge Blair today sustained a de­ 
murrer for the defendant in the case 
of Frank Wilson against Edward A. 
Frazee, aud Edwaid Frazee. 
father 
and son, of Orange, for twelve hun­ 
dred dollars damages. 
The plaintiff 
asked and was granted leave by the 
court to amend the complaint. 
Judge Blair held, in sustaining the 
demurrer of the Frazees that 
the 
father could not be held liable for his 
son’s act. 
Frank Wilson made the 
father a party to the suit, when it 
was the son who was driving the au- 
tomobde which ran into Frank Wil­ 
son’s horse while it was being driven 
by George Weeks. 
The automobile 
was the property of the father. 
The accident happened, it will be 
recalled on the Main street hill last 
Hallowe’en night. 
The plaintiff al­ 
leged that Frazee was driving on the 
wrong side of the 
street, that the 
horse’s fright rendered it unsafe for 
driving purposes, that it was badly 
injured so that it is no longer a good 
prospect for racing, 
and that the 
buggy was damaged.

Many hun­ 
dreds of acres of land in the county 
are plowed for 
wheat 
already. 
In 
fact the chief part of that work is 
done. 
It was done, however, with 
le.-s strain on teams and men than 
it often c a l l - for. and this very fact 
i- supposed to have, to some extent 
at least, increased the acreage. 
It has often been pointed out that, 
about harvest time, if the wheat is 
poor, as it was this year, or indiffer­ 
ent, a- it frequently has been in re­ 
cent years, farm ers may he heard to 
complain, and to -ay with some ve­ 
hemence that they will sow any wheat 
next year. 
Yet next year conies they 
do sow wheat, and a good deal of it. 
Such is the case this year.

breaking for w heat i- practiced more 
than heretofore, with a corresponding 
departure from the older

TO AFFORD MORE PROTECTION 


A new waybilling aud labeling or-' 
der issued by the interstate 
com­ 
merce commission 
to 
the 
express 
companies went into effect on Sep­ 
tember I and the three local express 
companies are now operating under 
the new order. 
The intention of the 
order is to afford greater protection 
to the patrons of express companies. 
The order was issued following an 
investigation in which it was discov­ 
ered that 
often 
collections 
were 
made on packages at their destina­ 
tion which had been prepaid. 
Cader 
the new order three records are kept 
of all business done both at the dis­ 
patching and receiving ends of the 
line and different colored recording 
blanks are being used for “prepaid,” 
“collect” and “C. O. D.” business. If 
a package is sent 
“prepaid” 
and 
reaches its destination “collect,” it 
will be delivered to the person for 
whom it was intended and no charges 


will be made on it, but instead the 


agent who sent the package will be 


held for the charges.

Of all questions relative to the pre­ 
servation of pneumatic tires that of 
inflation is the most important. 
There are many ways aside from 
punctures and blow-outs in which the 
air pressure in a tire can sink below 
normal. 
The valve may not be 
air 
tight, or if the tire is new it may ex­ 
pand slightly when first used, wth a 
consequent reduction in pressure. 
Moreover, rubber while practically 
air tight i- not entirely so and the air 
will gradually filter through into the 
atmosphere. Air i- composed chiefly 
of oxygen and nitrogen. 
The (M>-ef- 
ficint of diffusion of oxygen through 
rubber is higher than that of nitrogen, 
and iii consequence the pressure in a 
recently inflated tire 
decreases 
in 
proportion to the diffused! of the oxy­ 
gen. 
When the tire i- reinflated the 
projection of nitrogen within the tire 
of Course becomes larger. 
So long 
as tile original air reman- in the tire 
this proportion continues to increase 
with every inflation and thus the loss 
by diffusion becomes gradually smal­ 
ler. 
Tile temperature of tile outer air is 
re-pon-ible only for the very slight­ 
est changes in the interior air pres­ 
sure of a tiro. These change- are so 
slight as to be negligible. 
Over-inflation likewise i- injurious 
—not to the tire -o much as to the 
car. 
An over-inflated tire has little 
or no resiliency and thus 
transm its 
shocks to the chassis, which under 
incessant jarring i- bound to suffer. 
It i< obviously necessary therefore 
to keej) the tires pumped up to just 
the right pressure.

13, will be contested. 
Relatives have t 
filed complaint in the circuit court ask­ 
ing that their title to certain real es- 
tate belonging to Smith he quieted and 
that certain deeds which were execut­ 
ed by Smith and held in escrow by the 
Union Tm^t company of Indianapolis 
he annulled and set aside. 
The pla 
tiffs in the suit are John E. Hum. 
sum key, Beldora Burrell. Tilden Smith, 
Kirby Smith, Daniel E. Smith and 
Maud B. Dixon, all of whom are nieces 
and nephews, except Mrs. Burrell, who 
is a sister and who was cut off without 
a penny by Mr. Smith. 
Under the terms of the will the trus­ 
tees of DePauw* university were to re­ 
ceive $50,000 to establish and main­ 
tain the Simeon Smith chair of chem­ 
istry. and by the deeds which he ex­ 
ecuted 160 acres of valuable land was 
to go to the Preachers’ Aid and Vet­ 
erans’ Home Society of the Indiana 
confer* nee of the Methodist church, 
and eighty acres of valuable land to 
the Methodist hospital and Deaconess 
home at Indianapolis.

or $10,000 covered the bequests to rel­ 
atives. 
MI the risidu*1 of the estate, 
estimated at $200,000, was to go to the 
trustees of DePauw university.
